The car was searched by drug and 
explosive detection dogs, and taken 
to a steep-sided runoff pond east of 
Provo near the Utah State Mental 
Hospital Wednesday afternoon. 

Police explosive officials parked 
the car at the bottom of the nearly 
empty pond to avoid flying shrapnel, 
and wired a remote-control detona- 
tor to the trunk lock of the car. 

Provo police thought the car may 
have been wired to military-type C-4 
plastic explosives. A small explosion 
at 2:20 p.m. popped open the trunk of 
the car, and police officials then 
searched the contents of the trunk. 

“We didn’t find anything signifi- 
cant in the trunk — no drugs or ex- 
plosives, but there were some shells ° 
from his gun,” Pierpont said. 

Police pulled clothing, a blanket, 
some old newspapers and a 
phonebook from the trunk. The in- 
side of the car had a road ew some 
shaving gear, a small tape player, a 
business card from a church pastor, 
some cold medicine, a child’s plastic 
ball and assorted empty food con- 
tainers. 

Police officials said they will follow 
leads in the cities where the newspa- 
pers (found in the car) were pub- 
lished for incidents of robbery or 
theft.

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anticipating 
icontroversy

Utah County Commissioners are anticipating 
controversy over proposed changes in the Utah 
County Zoning Ordinance, and have announced 
a series of public hearings to give citizens the 
opportunity to voice their concerns. 

Commissioner Brent Morris said public hear- 
ings on the proposed changes in the zoning ordi- 
nance will be held on March 23 at 6 p.m. in the 
American Fork Junior High School auditorium, 
March 30 at 6 p.m. in the County Commission 
Chambers in Provo and April 6 at a not-yet-de- 
termined location in Payson. He said the hear- 
ings will give the public a chance to voice their 
concerns over the proposed changes and give 
the commissioners a feel for citizens’ concerns 
before voting on the changes in May. 

“Planning and zoning is always a very contro- 
versial issue,” said Morris. “There will be a lot 
of citizens’ heated remarks for one side or the 


other, but it is something that has to be done. 1 
think there will be some good constructive rec- 
ommendations that will come from these meet- 


ings.”

Morris said Utah County hired Randall 
Deschamps more than a year ago to do a study 
on possible changes in the zoning ordinance. He 
said Deschamps has submitted a report with 19 
suggested revisions in the zoning ordinance. 

Morris said one of the more controversial pro- 
posed changes suggested is a revision to reduce 
the acreage size of lots, which could mean the 
citizens in the unincorporated areas of Utah 
County would need only five acres of property 
to meet construction requirements instead of 
the 40 acres now required for building. In addi- 
tion, the proposal states that an individual who 
does not want the smaller zoning will not be 
forced into a higher tax classification. _ 

Morris said it has been more than eight years 
since any revisions have been made in the zon- 


two-thirds of Utah’s 1.6 million residents, strongly 
discourages followers from drinking alcoholic bev- 
erages.

Lightening hits power breaker, jet

Rain, hail and lightning struck 
northern Utah valleys ahead of snow 
onpecied to snarl commuter traffic to- 

ay. 

The lightning caused a power out- 
age in northern Utah County and hit 
an airliner but did not damage it. 

A Delta Airlines jetliner carrying 
87 passengers returned to Salt Lake 
International Aixport.as a precaution 
late Thursday, but there were no in- 
juries or damage, said airport opera- 
tions supervisor Brian O’Leary. The 
flight left again. 


Lightning hit a substation power 
breaker at the mouth of Provo 
Canyon at 7:07 p.m, putting areas 
north of Orem to Pleasant Grove and 
west of Lehi out of power for 30 min- 
utes, said Utah Power & Light re- 
gional manager Ken Barrington. 

The West Jordan Police station’s 
radio antenna was also hit by light- 
ning, causing radio and power diffi- 
culties for most of the evening. 

Power..outages. were reported at 
Salt Lake City’s Avenues near the 
Capitol, at 1300 South near Interstate 
15 and in the South Jordan area near 
12000 South and 700 West. 


Nearly an inch of hail dropped in 
the Salt Lake Valley for 15 to 20 min- 
utes about 6 p.m., with pellets mea- 
suring three-eighths of an inch, but no 
serious auto accidents were reported, 
police said. 

National Weather Service meteo- 
rologist William Alder predicted that 
the storm was “going to be a wild 
affair” after it turned to snow 
today. 

Anticipating up to 2 feet of snow in 
the mountains and several inches in .. 
the valleys, the weather service is- 
sued a winter storm warning for all 
Utah mountains and western valleys. 


Republicans want to redraw district

The Republicans, who control the 
Utah Legislature, could draw the 
new congressional district boundaries 
to gerrymander Democratic Rep. 
Wayne Owens of the 2nd District out 
of office. 

To gerrymander in U.S. politics 
means to draw the boundaries of elec- 
toral districts in a way that gives one 
per an unfair advantage over its ri- 
val. 

Former vice president of the last 
House Reapportionment Committee 
in 1980, Lee Farnsworth, said, “If 
they (the Republicans) make an at- 
tempt to move the 2nd District into 
Davis County (the 1st District — Re- 
publican) or Utah County (the 3rd 
District — Republican,” this could in- 
dicate that they are intending to cre- 
ate the Republican domination over 
the Democrats. 

Farnsworth, who is also a BYU po- 
litical science professor, said he spec- 
ulates that the 1990 reapportionment 
committee could put the southern 
part of the 8rd District, including 
Draper, West Jordan and South Jor- 
dan which are held by Republicans, 
into the 2nd District and put the Dem- 
ocratic northwestern part of the 2nd 
District into the 1st District. 

To maintain a proportion of approx- 
imately 550,000 to one congressman, 
the 8rd District could get Piute, 
Wayne, Garfield and Kane counties 
from the 1st District, he said. 

An Owens press secretary, Art 
Kingdom said the Republicans could 
take out the Republican favoring 
voters aS many as possible and put 
them into the 2nd District. However, 
if it happens, “they (the Republicans) 
could also hurt themselves” and lose a

seat, he said. Farnsworth said Utah 
voters are very flexible. “People keep 
calling Utah the most Republic state 
inthe United States, but it is not true. 
Utah voters decide to vote depending 
upon who runs.” He said a candidate 
like Wayne Owens, an active member 
of The Church of Jesus Christ of Lat- 


_ter-day Saints, has a good chance of 


winning. 

Republican Rep. Jim Hansen’s as- 
sistant, Peter Genks, said, “There are 
many possibilities,” regarding the 
readjustment of the 1990 Utah con- 
gressional district lines. But he said, 
“I don’t think that gerrymandering 
could happen.” 

J. Morgan Young, Republican Rep. 
Howard Nielson’s press’ secretary, 
said he does not believe that a signifi- 
cant boundary change could be taking 
place. 

He said he thinks that the 1990 con- 
gressional district lines could be fair 


“When eight or nine years go by, things 
change in the community. Demands change. Re- 
quests change because of the economy and be- 


cause of the philosophy of the people living 


there,” said Morris. “You’ve just got to review 
things once in a while on a timely basis and make 
good constructive changes for the community 
because the community changes.” 

Jeff Mendenhall, county planner, said he 
thinks the planning commission will receive nu- 
merous complaints about the proposed changes. 

“I don’t think we are going to see cities come 
out and oppose this,” said Mendenhall. “But my 
theory is that we are going to see individual land 
owners that have their own interest to protect 
show up to these meetings.” 

Morris said farmers pushed for the 40 acre 
requirement in 1976 to preserve their agricul- 
tural interests. 

He said the same people who pushed for the 
40 acre requirement are now claiming it is too 


restrictive.

The U.S. Constitution requires 
that a Census count be taken every 10 
years to reapportion the U.S. House 
of Representatives. According to the 
Population Reference Bureau Inc., 
California, Texas and Florida might 
be the big winners gaining five, four 
and three congressional seat respec- 
tively; Utah’s representation might 
remain at three congressional seats. 

Farnsworth said that in 1980, be- 
cause Utah gained one congressional 
seat, the Ist-2nd District line was 
drawn. At that time Republican Con- 
gressman Marriott represented the 
2nd District. But now Democratic 
Congressman Owens represents the 
district.

Valley hotels top region’s occupancy rates 


SALT LAKE CITY — Salt Lake Valley hotels marked the highest per- 
centage of occupancy and room rates in 1988 of the Rocky Mountain region’s 
states, a new study shows. 

The report by Pannell Kerr Forster, an international accounting firm, 
revealed that the Salt Lake area’s hotel occupancy percentage last year was 
69.1 percent. Meantime, the average room rate was $54.14, said Bob Benton, 


region, which includes Utah, Colorado, Wyoming, Montana and New Mexico. 
Denver’s occupancy during 1988, for example, was 54.7 percent — 15 points 
below Salt Lake — and its average room rate was $54.78. Albuquerque, N.M., 
was 61.8 percent and $49.34; Billings, Mont., was 50.6 percent and $40.96 and 
the state of Wyoming (no city figures were kept) was 54.4 percent and $38.68. 
Statewide, Utah’s numbers dropped somewhat, to 66.3 percent and $50.70. 
Salt Lake’s 1988 room occupancy and average room rate figures are up from 
67.1 percent and $53.82 in 1987 and 62.4 percent and $52.60 in 1986. 
“Salt Lake is obviously substantially stronger than the rest of the region,” 
said Benton. “These numbers put you (Salt Lake) at the top of the heap.” 
Rick Davis, president of the Salt Lake Convention and Visitors Bureau, said 
the growing strength of the local hotel industry is even greater than PKF’s 
numbers indicate. 


Cost to execute Bundy was $6 million 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla. — It cost at least $6 million and took almost 10 
years to execute Ted Bundy, but Attorney General Bob Butterworth says it 
was worth the time and money. 

“T personally believe Ted Bundy was the type of person, that if he had 
escaped or could have been let loose at some point in time, would have killed 
again,” Butterworth said Wednesday. 

Bundy was executed Jan. 24, ending nearly a decade of appeals of his 
convictions for murdering two Florida State University students and a 12- 
year-old Lake City girl. 

“Ted Bundy in his last days admitted killing about 36,” Butterworth said. “I 
don’t believe society had any other choice but to make sure that he was 
convicted, that he was incarcerated and that he was executed.” 

Death penalty opponents say it would have been cheaper to lock him up for 
life. 

Although Butterworth disagrees, no one has precise costs. 


Utah County attorney looks for a raise 


PROVO — If Utah County wants a full-time attorney, it should be willing to 
pay a full-time salary, says county attorney Steve Killpack. 

Killpack, who took office two years ago, told county commissioners this 
week that the county attorney hasn’t had a raise in four years, although six 
raises were granted between 1976 and 1985. 

“T cannot make the commitment to the public of serving on a full-time basis 
without your help,” he said. “I’ve got to either look for other employment or 
I’ve got to look at going into private practice.” 

During his election campaign, Killpack pledged to turn the attorney position 
into a full-time job, which he has done. He earns $44,614 a year. 

Killpack’s predecessor, Noall Wootton, ran a private practice on the side to 
supplement his income. 

Killpack reminded commissioners that Wootton was offered $70, 000 annu- 
ally to work full time as county attorney. 

Utah County has the second largest population of counties statewide, but 
according to a recent salary comparison, attorneys in six other counties make 
an average of $13,700, or 23.5 percent, more than he does. 


Ute leader says ordinance is nullified 


FORT DUCHESNE, Utah — A member of the Ute Tribal Business 
Committee says the governing body’s ordinance suspending operations of the 
Tribal Court has been nullified by his own legal action. 

Stewart Pike, the only one of the six-member committee who did not j Join in 
approving the ordinance on Wednesday, said he filed a request for an injunc- 
tion and Chief Tribal Judge Norma Jean Gray granted it. 

The action is the latest in a series of conflicts between tribal members the 
committee and the courts. Tribal members are moving to recall all committee 
members except Pike, while the committee itself has called for a federal 
investigation into virtually all the tribe’s affairs. 

Pike’s injunction was intended to stop the federal Bureau of Indian Affairs 
from taking over the tribal courts, aypich the business committee earlier had. 
asked it to do. 

#Pike said the injunction, filed at3 pam. Wednesday; Misheteeried the commit 
tee’s ordinance that went into effect 90 minutes later. 


Party starts petition for convention vote 


SALT LAKE CITY — The American Party has launched a petition drive to 
give Utahns a say in whether the state will hold a constitutional convention, 
something the ultra-conservative group has long opposed. 

Utah American Party Chairman Dave Wilson certified the petition with the 
lieutenant governoyr’s office on Wednesday. The party now must collect 65,000 
signatures to put an initiative opposing a convention on the ballot. 

“T believe the state of Utah more than any other state will support this,’ 
Wilson said, noting he believes most Utahns feel the U.S. Constitution was 
divinely inspired — a belief preached by the Mormon Church, which claims 
about 70 percent of Utah’s 1.6 million residents as members. 

Utah is one of 32 states whose legislatures have called for a national 
convention to add a balanced-budget amendment to the Constitution. Two 
more states are needed for the convention to be called. But, bison said, two 
states already have rescinded their original calls. 

Wilson said the Legislature defeated a measure this year that would have 
changed the state’s official position.

People need own ‘barometer’ 





Belief system combats phobias

Latter-day Saints need to have a strong belief 
system in themselves in order to combat phobias, 
stress and anxiety attacks, according to a local 


social worker who spoke Wednesday on coping with | 


anxiety and stress within the “Mormon culture.” 

“People don’t want to admit they have phobias 
because others will see them as weak,” said Don 
Lankford, a licensed clinical social worker. 

As a member of the National Clinical Phobia 
Society, Lankford has counseled many members of 
The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints 
and non-LDS individuals who struggle with the 
battle of becoming perfect. Lankford and Dr. 
Wayne Brown, a psychiatrist at Charter Canyon 
Hospital in Orem, recently lectured at the hospital 
as part of a community education program. 

“Religious people tend to judge themselves and 
see nothing humorous in their life,” said Lankford. 
“We need to develop a sense of humor.” 

Brown said anxiety, phobia attacks and compul- 
sive disorders are types of mental illnesses. “These 


things also hurt you physically, not just emotion- 
ally,” said Brown. “When people experience one of 
these problems, the body releases large amounts of 
adrenaline.” 

In a study where rats were put through ex- 
tremely stressful situations, Brown said the results 
showed that the amount of adrenaline released 
from the brain turned heart tissue fibrous. 

Lankford and Brown agreed that each person 
needs to be their own “barometer.” 

“Tt’s OK for our neighbor to have a problem they 
have trouble handling, but not us,” said Lankford. 
We see ourselves as weak.” 

Lankford studied 50 LDS people suffering from 
anxiety and stress. The results showed that all felt 
it was necessary to be nice to friends, spouse and 
neighbors, but it was OK to be mean to themselves. 

“LDS people and other religious people find it 
hard to say no,” said Lankford. “We get the idea 
that if we say no, no one will like us.” 

Lankford said people try to be “Super Mormon” 
and raise large families, serve church or community 
positions, and so on. 

When people are called to a church position they

A demonstration park and land- 
scaping that have been planned for 
Provo Canyon could eventually de- 
velop into a “Provo Canyon Parkway” 
complete with jogging paths and 
parks, said the director of the Utah 
County Travel Council. 

Taylor said 1.4 miles of construc- 
tion has been completed in the canyon 
and $1.6 million has been designated 
for landscaping in the canyon. 

Taylor said construction and land- 
scaping will continue and there will 
eventually be a “Provo Canyon Park- 
way” with a series of parks and bike 
and jogging paths all of the way up the 
canyon. He said the paths will be used 
for cross-country skiing and snow mo- 
biling in the winter. 

Taylor said the park “will give the 
citizenry an idea of what type of land- 
scaping we could see up the canyon.” 

Dan Nelson, district director of the 
Utah Department of Transportation, 
said the park will be built just below 
the diversion dam in the mouth of the 
canyon. Nelson said it will be land- 
scaped to allow people to see the 
plants and shrubs native to the 
canyon, but it “will not be an unnatu- 
ral thing like a park.”

Youth suicides increase in Utah, study shows

SALT LAKE CITY — Suicides 
among Utah children ages 10 to 14 
increased 112 percent between 1980 
and 1987, but because overall num- 
bers of the self-inflicted deaths are so 
small, experts are reluctant to say 
there is a trend. 

John E. Brockert, director of the 
Bureau of Vital Records and Health 
Statistics, made the observations in 
comparing Utah data to a national 
study by John Hopkins University re- 
searchers. 

Brockert said 1987 data, the most 
recent year for which Utah figures 
are available, show there were 14 in- 
jury deaths among infants under age 
ile

Four of the total were homicides, 
with 10 resulting from accidents. 

Brockert said the leading causes of 
injury deaths among infants under 
age 1 during 1987 were drownings 
and suffocation. He said three deaths 
were caused by mechanical suffoca- 
tion from material such as a plastic 
bag being placed over a child’s head; 
three from drownings; and one death 
resulted from inhalation of food, caus- 
ing suffocation. 

Two infants died during 1987 as a 
result of motor vehicle accidents, and 
one died from excessive heat. 

Brockert said there were 32 Utah 
injury deaths during 1987 to youths 
aged 10 to 14. 

Statistics showed seven suicides in 
1987 in the 10-14 age group. There

BYUSA’s Academic Peer Assis- 
tance program is designed to help stu- 
dents who have been placed on aca- 
demic warning and probation, said 
Jeni Carr, program director, 20, a 
sophomore from Sacramento, Calif. 
majoring in illustration design. 

The program, which was imple- 
mented at the beginning of Winter 
Semester, involves sending a card to 
a student who has been placed on 
warning or probation.

While I was on ride-along we 
were involved in two exciting inci- 
dents.The first was a forged 
check at afurniture store, the sec- 
ond a family fight that turned into 
a major ordeal. It included 
polygamy, violence and more. 

Ken Parker, the officer I rode 
with, handled each situation in an 
intelligent manner. He said, “The 
most important thing to remem-

Medicaid clients helped

Eleven Medicaid participants have 
signed up with the Utah Medical As- 
sistance Program (UMAP) clinic 
which began accepting Medicaid 
clients last Wednesday, according to 
clinic office personnel. 

“The clinic sees around 300 patients 
per month and expects the workload 
to more than double now that Medi- 
caid patients have the new option,” 
said Holly Sorenson, clinic office man- 
ager. 

Prior to Wednesday, the UMAP 
clinic provided medical care for eligi- 
ble people who have low income or no 
income and were not qualified for 
Medicaid, said Sorenson. 

She said that applicants are re- 
viewed for acceptance to UMAP and 
Medicaid programs through the state 
welfare office and all medical services 
must be approved prior to treatment. 

“The UMAP clinic treats infec- 
tions, acute conditions, and _life- 
threatening disorders like diabetes, 
seizures, ulcers and such,” said 
Sorenson, =

about 300 people a month who check 
into the Medicaid program. “How- 
ever, not all of these are eligible,” she 
said. 

One Medicaid patient, who asked 
not to be identified, said she was ex- 
cited about the clinic because she had 
found it hard to get a general care 
physician to sign her on as a patient. 

“Most doctors won’t accept you if 
you tell them you’re on a medical 
card,” she said. 

“T have friends who had been see- 
ing a physician before going on the 
card and then the doctor agreed to 
continue seeing them,” she said. 

Miner said many of the doctors 
have very busy practices and don’t 
want to handle the paper work in- 
volved with Medicaid. 

The reimbursement from Medicaid 
is also less than what doctors gener- 
ally charge patients, he said. 

LuAnn Purnell, office personnel for 
obstetrician Dr. Jeffrey K. Adams, 
said the reimbursement is about half 
what they charge. “Medicaid pays 
about $700 and we charge $1, 375 so 
deliveries,” she said.

called at random stated they were not 
accepting any Medicaid patients 
presently. 

Two others said they do not accept 
any Medicaid patients. 

“I worry that a lot of people will die 
because no one will see them,” said 
Sorenson. “What do you do if you 
have a heart patient who needs medi- 
cation but can’t get a doctor to see 
them?” 

The clinic is located at 150 E. Cen- 
ter, room 1100 in Provo at the state 
government building.

Soldier vanishes near ES Germany

FRANKFURT, West Germany — 
The disappearance Thursday of a 
“good, clean-cut” American has baf- 
fled the U.S. Army. 

An Army spokesman, Lt. Col. Jake 
Dye, said there was not enough infor- 
mation to say if Spec. 4 Michael A. 
Peri had defected. Dye acknowledged 
a portable computer was missing 
from an intelligence office where Peri 
worked. 

Peri, of Laguna Niguel, Calif., has 
been listed as “absent without leave” 
since he failed to show up for work 
Feb. 21 at the 11th Armored Cavalry 
Regiment in Fulda, 65 miles nor 
east of Frankfurt. 


Two days later, officials searching 
for Peri found his U.S. Army vehicle 
undamaged near the border town of 
Obersuhl, about 35 miles northeast of 
Fulda. 

“Peri was authorized to drive the 
vehicle and had logged it out prop- 
erly,” Dye said. 

Stars and Stripes, the Army’s unof- 
ficial newspaper, quoted Dye as say- 
ing “the circumstances of that vehicle 
being found so close to the border are 
definitely suspicious.” 

Peri worked as an electronics war- 
fare signal specialist and was respon- 
sible for operating equipment that 
identifies and locates non-communi- 
cations signals, such as radar. 

Perl has been stationed in West 


Germany since March 4, 1988. 

Asked about the possibility Peri de- 
fected, Dye said, “We certainly have 
no reason to believe that. 

“There were no signs of distress 
according to his colleagues and fam- 
ily. 

a search of Peri’s living quarters 
showed he had left his personal be- 
longings behind, Dye said. Peri had 
an “active, normal social life” and a 
“perfect record as a good clean-cut 
soldier. 

“Tn fact, he had been promoted and 
nominated for ‘Soldier of the Month’ 
twice in the year he has been here,” 
Dye added. Investigators are looking 
into all possibilities, including foul 
play.

Most BYU car accidents 
occur in the parking lots

Approximately 81 percent of all 
BYU’s reported traffic accidents in 
1988 happened in parking lots, said 
Steve Baker, an officer with Univer- 
sity Police. 

According to Baker, approximately 
49 percent of those parking lot acci- 
dents were causéd by improper look- 
out. 

“By this statistic, almost half of all 


parking lot accidents could be stopped. 


if drivers would take a little more 
time to check driving paths before 
backing out of parking stalls,” Baker 


said. 

Paul Bringhurst of University Po- 
lice said, “Even if traffic is only sup- 
posed to be going one way, a driver 
still needs to check both ways before 
backing out.” 

Bringhurst said the speed limit in 
parking lots is 15 mph. “People who 
are late for class or other appoint- 
ments sometimes speed through the 
parking lot and are just accidents 
waiting to happen.” — 

Rose Flesor, an officer with Uni- 
versity Police, said there is an in- 
crease in accidents in parking lots 
when it snows. Drivers need to slow 
down during bad weather conditions 
just as they would on the road. 

Flesor said drivers of vehicles that 
receive under $400 in combined dam- 
ages are not required to report the 
collision to the police, but accidents 
ean be reported for personal or in- 
surance purposes. 

Bringhurst said University Police 
is also concerned for pedestrians 
crossing the street in traffic. 

“Drivers need to be aware of pedes- 
trians at crosswalks and must stop or 
at least yield to them,” said Flesor. 

“Pedestrians must take into consid- 
eration the stopping time of a vehicle 
before walking out in front of it. They 
‘also cannot just leave a curb and walk 
into a crosswalk without looking and

When traffic-control signals 
are not in place or not in operation, 
the operator of a motor vehicle shall 
yield the right-of-way, slowing down 
or stopping if necessary, to yield to a 
pedestrian crossing the roadway 
within a crosswalk when the pedes- 
trian is upon the half of the roadway 
upon which the vehicle is traveling, or 
when the pedestrian is approaching 
so closely from the opposite half of the 
roadway as to be in danger.” 


Woman given home in jail 
for penning homeless graffiti

She was booked into the Salt Lake 
County Jail in lieu. of $2,500 bond on 
the third-degree felony charge, which 
is punishable by up to five years in 
prison and a maximum $5,000 fine. 
Public Safety spokesman Gary Whit- 
ney said the woman was picked up 
after a week-long investigation.

Search warrant for counterfeiting turns up methamphetamine

OGDEN — Secret Service agents executing a search 
warrant on an Ogden man suspected of photocopying cur- 
rency discovered what they believe was a metham- 
phetamine laboratory. 

Craig Dwight McCann, 32, was arrested early Wednes- 
day in his rented home, said Steven Zimney, agent-in- 
charge of the Secret Service’s Salt Lake City office. 

McCann appearedbefore aU.S.Magistrate in Salt Lake 
City later Wednesday for arraignment on a charge alleg- 
ing he passed a phony $50 bill at a local bar. 

Ogden Police Capt. Marlin Balls said a detainer had 
been placed on McCann in case he was able to post bond or 
was released on his own recognizance on the charge of 
passing counterfeit money. A detainer means McCann 
would then be brought back to Ogden where he would 
likely face drug charges. 

Jay Averett of the Utah Division of Investigations said 
he did not know how much methamphetamine was found 
in the home, but there allegedly was methamphetamine . 


present as well as paraphernalia for manufacturing the 
drug. “There were cooking agents in the home and it 
appeared there had been some cooking done within the last 
24 hours,” Averett said. 

Balls said the lab was small, but probably had the capac- 
ity to manufacture several pounds of methamphetamine a 
week. 

Ogden Police Chief Joe Ritchie said Ogden Ave. was 
blocked off and some people evacuated while officers exam- 
ined the lab because of the potential danger that people 
could inhale toxic fumes. 

“Those labs are really dangerous,” Ritchie said. 

Zimney said the Secret Service had been investigating 
McCann for the past three months, and there was a “sub- 
stantial amount” of photocopied $10, $20 and $50 bills 
involved in the counterfeiting charge. In addition, police 
said they found a van and a car that were registered under 
the names “Donna and John Schmidt.” 

Officer Mark Acker said McCann identified himself as 
“John Schmidt” when officers arrived to serve the war- 
rant.
